He urges that it would be desirable that the acceptance of 
the arrangement in principle by the Governments of these countries should be notified to 
the Sultan ax soon as possible. :

IN the course of conversation to-lay Dr. Krauel said, with regard to the Zanzibar 
‘Comunission, that he would not conceal from me that your Excellency’s communication 
of the 27th instant, deprecating the presence of Herr Denhardt with the Commis 
had been received’ with some surprise, as its argument was 
misconception.

It was proposed that Lieutenant Smith, who was a British Viec-Consul, 
be attached as an Assistant to Colonel Kitchener; Herr Denhardt had no official 
character whatever, and the services which appeared to have been required of him were 
simply those ofan Interpreter in examining Swahili witnowes.

HAVE the honour to report that some time ago the principals of an ivory tring 
house ia Hambargh ordered their agents here to go inland and try to purchase ivory direct 
from the natives or the Arabs. 

1t seemed reasonable to expect that this might prove a very remunevative speculation, 
as ivory is cheap inland, and the agents chosen were iar with Zanzibar 
trade, and experts in the choice of ivory. 

Notwithstanding, it now appears the venture is likely to prove a failure, owing to the 
great unforescen cost attending the maintenance of European agcuts inthe interior, wil 
the opposition of the Arabs, who now command the ivory trade, and are not. likely to lt 
it pass to others without strong opposition, We must also remembor that tls ina 
German house, the agents of which are looked on with dislike and. distrust ay rivals cal 
enemies. 

One of the German agents has just returned, suffering from fever ; te will proceed. to 
Earope for change of climate, thus adding to the loss of the undertaking,
